JAPAN. 

YOKOHAMA. 
We have received no journals direct from Yokohama by the 
present mail; but we have intelligence from thence to the 


30th June, brought to Shanghai by the igin steamer. Our 
news is therefore only three days Jater than that which ap- 
peared in the London and China Telegraph of the 29th ult. 

-Nothing of a political nature had occurred requiring record. 
A soldier of'the 20th Foot, named Thomas Bambury, had beon 
t¥ied in thé Consular Court for an assault on a Japanese on 
the'l8th June, with intent to slay or do some grievous bodily 
injary. The facts deposed to were as follows :—

. _ NAGABAKI. 

By the arrival of the Spanish war-steamer Narvaez at Hong 
Kong, we have udvices from this port to as late a date as the 
16th July, General Brown and Sir Rutherford Aloock were 
both at Nagasaki at that date, on their way to the Straits of 
Simonoseki. It is clear, therefore, that the resolution to open 
the passage of the Inland Sea to foreign vessels has been defini- 
tively taken. As we hear of no fleet or land force accompany- 
ing these high , officials, it is very possible that whilst 
General Brown may embrace the opportunity of reconnoitring 
what may prove to be the scene of future hostile operations, 
Sir Rutherford will endeavour to settle whatever points’ are in 
dispute by direct negotiation with Tsiosiu, the powerful Daimio 
who at present stands opposed to the free navigation of the 
Inland Sea by foreign vessels, and whose fortresses have besa 
the sole impedimet to their making use of it. 

Prior advices, to the 26th June, state that Her Majesty's ships 
Ratiler and Swallow, aud gunboat Dove, were then in port. The 
British barques Célicia and Assyria were also there, the former 
loading for Hong Kong, and the latter for Shanghai, 
Delaware, American barque, was taking in cargo for Chefoo. 
The British brig Clairmore was discbarging part of a general 
cargo from Hamburg, the rest to be discharged at Kanagawa, 
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The Swallow and Dove were about to proceed to survey, or com- 
plete the survey of, the Cazon (1) Straits. One of the Dutch 
men-of-war in harbour would leave for Kanagawa as soon as 
the; weather permitted. A Dutch barque had arrived from 
Singapore, with stores for the Dutch fleet. In addition, there 
were two Japanese steamers and one barque in the harbour, 





CHINA. 
PEKING. 

The following notifications are from the Peking Gazeite of the 
3rd and 16th June :—Li Hung-chang reports the help that wag 
obtained from a god, and requests that a commemorative tablet 
may be erected. Such is the substance of his despatch. 

The Imperial army in Keangsoo having surrounded the city 
of Chang-chow, floods of rain descended both by night and by 
day, and rendered it all but impossible to fire the guns. But 
the Governor reverentially addressing Kuan-ti, and begging his 
aid, the sun immediately appeared, and at the momeut of 
attacking the city the wind veered round as an answer to the 
prayer. Guns, muskets, and other firearms were suddenly 
endowed with a force which they had not possessed before, 
Thus was Chang-chow-fu taken without delay. 

Li Hung-chang further states that he has made careful en- 
quiries as to Chang-chow-fu, and has discovered that it was in 
the tenth year of the Emperor whose style{was Hienfeng, the 
fourth month and the sixth day between twelve and two o’clock 
that the city was taken by the rebels, while it was recaptured 
on the sixth day of the fourth month of this year, and at the 
same hour. 

We have considered the above despatch, and are, in truth, 
much moved by it. We order the doctors of the southern 
library respectfully to write an inscription for a tablet to be 
transmitted to Li Hung-chang, who will reverently place it in 
the temple of Kuan-ti at Chang-chow. We also present ten 
sticks of Thibetan incense to the shrine to mark our gratitude 
to the Divinity. 

Formerly, on account of Gordon having acted as leader of 
our Imperial forces against the enemy, and having assisted to 
take Chang-chow, we issued an Edict, expressing our will that 
he should Le elevated to the honorary rank of Ti-t’u, and should 
be presented from ourself with a banner and a medal to mark 
our appreciation of his services. Li Hung-chang now reports 
that the “ever victorious army” which Gordon used to lead 
has been disbanded in the most satisfactory manner, and he 
begs ‘us to heap further distinction on Gordon’s head. Such is 
the substance of his despatch. Since the spring of last year 
Gordon has headed the “ever victorious army,” and aided the 
ordinary Imperial forces in the subjugation of Fushan, the re- 
lief of Chang-shu-hsien, the capture of Taitsang-chou, Quin- 
san-hsien, Wu-kong-hsien, and, at last (towards the close of the 
year) the provincial city of Soochow, Then again he this year 
captured Yib-shing-hsien and Li-yang-hsien, while he compelled 
the retreat of the rebels at Yang-shai. He finally captured 
Chang-chow-fu, thus continually heaping meritorious acts one 
upon another. Moreover, he hes, in the most satisfactory 
and peaceful manner, completed the disbandment of the disci- 
plined army. There was no uncertainty (or vacillation) about 
Gordon’s services ; he was ever inspired with that bravory and 
strategic talent which enabled him to prove so formidable. He 
was also intimately acquainted with the relations existing be- 
tween China and other Powers. It is therefore most necessary 
for us to mark ourapproval. Gordon is therefore presented with 
the Yellow Jacket, and a short peacock’s feather. He is also 
presented with tho official robes and paraphernalia belonging to 
the rank Ti-t’u. Thus will our favour be manifested to him,

SHANGHAI, 

The dates by the present mail are down to the morning of 
Sunday tho 17th July. The leading item of news is the 
typhoon. The heat appears to have been excessive, but wo find 
no complaints of cholera in our files. The American citizens 
celebrated the 4th July with great éclat, accompanied with a 
pyrotechnic display. 

The following account of a severe 
China Herald of July 16 :— 

THE RECENT TYPHOON, 

Judging from the experience of Wednesday night, Shanghai 
must in future be considered liable to an infliction from which 
it has hitherto been deemed exempt. A gale blew from 9.30 
P.M. on that evening, to 4.30 a.m, on Thursday morning, which 
presented every characteristic of a cyclone, both in the violence 
of the wind and its circular motion ; commencing from about 


typhoon is from the North 


S.E, and working gradually round to N.W. before it exhausted 
its strength ; heavy rain falling during a great part of the night. 
We have been favoured with the following series of barometrical 
observations taken in the settlement during the progress of the 
storm, from which it will be seen that the glass fell slowly from 
the commencement of the gale till daylight ; after this the force 
of the wind abated, and the weather became gradually calm. , 


9.30 p.m. 29.80. 38.00 a.m, 29.18 
1,50 a.m, 29.48. 3.15 a.m. 29.07 
2.00 a.m. 29.88, 4.50 am. 29.05 


2.95 a.m. 29.25. 

Up to 8 p.m. on Wednesday evening there had been no indi- 
cation of the coming storm, the barometer stood at 29,80, and 
the night was calm and clear. Betweon 9.30 and 10, heavy 
rain set in, accompanied by gusts from the south-east, while 
the barometer commenced to fall rapidly. ‘The wind increased 
in foree until a quarter past three in the morning, when it sud- 
denly lulled to almost a calm. This is to be accounted for by 
the centre of the cyclone passing over the settlement at the 
time. The calm lasted for about five minutes, when with re- 
doubled force the wind came from the south-west, the baro- 
meter at the same time standing at 29.07, and the Board 
of Trade sympiesometer registering 28.80. From this 
time, however, the wind gradually fell, veering round tothe 
north-west, while the barometer rose to 29.50. The storm 
seems to have been travelling towards the north-east, making 
it exoeedingly dangerous for vessels off the coast or on their way 
between Shanghai and Ningpo. Land-locked as the course is, 
they had little chance of lying to and braving the storm. Fears 
were entertained for the safety of the Whampoa, Kiangse, and 
Fire Dart, the first two of which left Shanghai on Wednesday, 
and the latter was due here on Thursday. The Fire Dart, 
however, came in on Thursday afternoon, having ridden out 
the gale at Chin-hai. We have been favoured with the follow- 
ing account of the progress of the gale, by a gentleman who 
was on board her when she anchored for shelter. The storm 
commenced about 8.30 Pa, the glass rapidly falling, and 
gradually increased until, at 2.80 a.m, it reached its greatest 
force, having in the meantime veered round from E.S.E. to.W. 
The barometer had meanwhile fallen to 28.60, the lowest point 
noted. About half an hour after the Fire Dart had anchored, 
the Emperor, which had left Ningpo some time before her, 
put back. After the wind had veered to the westward, several 
junks drifted past the steamers, and went heavily ashore. At 
about 3 aM. the wind commenced to moderate, while the glass 
rose steadily, and at 6 am. the weather seemed sufficiently 
settled to admit of the vessel again getting under way. When 
she rounded the point the scene presented was truly horrible, 
the water being literally covered with wreck, which pre- 
vented her from making her way by the usual course. 
A Hankow raft had been split in halves, one portion embracing 
the right shore, while the other was tossing against the left 
bank. The work-sheds built on Messrs. Collyer and Lambert’s 
property had been blown down. 

The Whampoa rode out the gale at anchor, ten miles inside 
the lightship, with eighty fathoms of cable out. Her boats 
were washed away, and her main steampipe broken by the vio- 
lence of her working. 

The damage done to the foreign shipping in the” harbour 
was very trifling. HM.S, Acorn and Perscus, owing to having 
been somewhat slackly moored, grazed one another, but no 
injury was suffered by either. Naturally enough, most of the 
foreign vessels dragged more or lesa; tho steamer Argus was 
literally blown up on the bank of the river, and a portion of 
the roof of the Berwick Walls, hospital-ship, was neatly removed. 
But the British barque Teresa alone suffered damage of any 
importance ; her bowsprit, jib-boom, fore-top, top gallant, and 
royal masts, with yards and rigging, were taken over the side by 
the American ship Itwhven. On the whole, the injury to foreign 
property afloat was not by any means so great as might have 
been expected. The loss of life and property among-t the 
native boats was very serious, The eccentric position of several 
cargo-boats, and the number of sam-pans lying bottom up on 
the bund, showed that the small craft had not escaped disaster. 
A large boat opposite the Custom House was thrown high and 
dry broadside on to the bund; and a little further on, a second 
was lying completely across a stune jetty, while others had 
gone foul of the piles of the Soochow-bridge. The samepana 
appear to have been blown into a heap and to have pounded 
each other ; while several house-boats came to condign grief. 

It is known that at least three large chops, together with 
several smaller boats, were destroyed ; while we have received 
reports to tho effect that two hundred lives and some 








* Throughout the settlements gene 
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100,000 taels worth of property were lost by the foundering of 
native boats and junks, many of which were full of cargo, and 
crowded with sailors and passengers. Amongst the casualties 
ashore, we may mention the overthrow of the look-outs at the 
Ningpo Joss House, and at No. 10 Redoubt. The latter ob- 
servatory was smashed to pieces and deposited in the Defence 
Creek. A chimney in Nanking Road was blown down, and a 
block of houses lately erected in the Maloo completely overset, 
many others being more or less damaged. The iron godowns

Holtz's property at Pootung were blown down, In Hongque, 
part of a block of Chinese houses in course of erection on the

On the bund 
fgveral trees were torn up by the roots, fences blown down, 
and the. hunding itself’ much injured in several places.

The bunding 
was ed, boats were stranded on two jetties, injuring oue 
of them. {that running out from the Hangchow road), while 
the remarkable height of the tide, overflowing the banks of the 
river, contributed its share to the general work of destruction. 
The most serious results were, however, felt at Woosung, where 


" the beacons set up for the guidance of ships entering and 


leaving the port were blown down. Steps were, of course, 
immediately taken to secure their rapid replacement. Our 
reporter has sent us the following interesting account of the 
effects produced at Woosung by the gale. ‘ 

‘WOOsUNG. 

The typhoon has committed fearful destruction in this 
neighbourhood. The wind commenced to increase gradually 
after 8 p.m., and by 11 p.m. it had risen to a perfect gale, with 
a deluging rain, The scene amongst the junks must have been 
something dreadful, but. as night had shrouded tke sufferers in 
darkness we are compelled to pass them over and leave them 
to their fate. Cries for help occasionally came across the water 
as the flood made, and huge dark masses could be seen through 
the darkness rushing on to utter destruction. By 3 am. it 
blew a perfect hurricane, the howling of the wind being almost 
deafening, and the spray blinding. As we stood on the jetty 
watching the progress of the storm, every now and again we 
could indistinctly hear a death-cry uttered during the struggles 
of some doomed victim. Suddenly we heard a fearful crash 
close behind, which not a little startled us, but we soon dis- 
covered that it was only one of the side walls of Messrs, 
Remi, Schmidt, and Co,’s godowns that had fallen. The river 
by this time had swollen considerably, and the black masses 
became more numerous, Streaks of light were at last visible 
in the eastern horizon. The country people now began to 
assemble and move about in groups, straining their eyes for 
plunder. To watch them was, however, more easily wished 
than done, 

One large boat,” which had been engaged landing bricks 
during the previous day, suddenly came to grief, and the yulow 
and many of the boards were washed over Mesars. Jardine, 
Matheson, and Co.'s newly-made jetty. A. little boy and his 
father were the only persons belonging to the boat, and they 


“were saving all they could of the wreck. The little boy was 
_ in the act of dragging along the yulow when he was seized by 


one of the ruffianly plunderers. The child called for help: it 
was now fortunately grey dawn, and when assistance did come 
he was in the act of being thrown overboard. The wretch had 
certainly greased himself for the occasion, as he slipped through 
our fingers like an eel. [At 4 a.at, it was still blowing heavily ; 
the wind had by this time veered round to the N.W., but began 
to show signs of abating. At 4.30 it moderated ; it was now 
light, but what a sight the river presented! Junksof every de- 
scription, some with their masts only above water, others bottom 
up, some on their beam ends, others scarcely visible, with small 
craft and sampans innumerable floating up at the rate of six 
miles an hour. Two large junks were crushed against the jetty 
at the village, A huge pig found its way into the hands of 
some of the French sailors, and was immediately put to the 
knife. The marks outside the Woosung village wero blown 


. down, and the beacons on the bar creek levelled—the outside 


or southernmost one being completely blown away. A lull in 
the gale now occurred for about half an hour, when it came 





on terrifically from the N.W. and N.W. by W., drawing out-of 
the ground the 8-foot stakes to which the flag-staff is stayed, ~ 
while the river became one complete mass of foam. Fortu- 
nately this only lasted for about an hour, when it again mode- 
rated, and the weather has since remained calm. 

The Hamburg barque Elise reports that on the morning of 
the 14th, the small fore-and-aft schooner Rebecca, bound out- 
wards, foundered close to her, about four miles above the wreck 
of the Ocean Mail, All hands reached the shore with the ex- 
ception of the captain’s wife and child, who were lost by the 
upsetting of the boat. The British barque Syrian, which was 
entering the river on her return voyage from Nagasaki, was seen 
lying high and dry, with her back broken, below the Kintoan 
beacon. No foreigners were seen either on board or in the 
neighbourhood, and it is to be feared, therefore, that the captain 
and crew were compelled to desert her and that their boats 
were swamped. The J. 7. Wright has also been wrecked on 
Lan-shan crossing ; the crew were saved by the Huguong. 

An expedition which left Soochow to complete the subjuga- 
tion of the southern portion of the province has succeeded in 
capturing the city of Chang-shing, situated between Yih-shing 
and Hoo-chow. 

From the Che-keang province we learn that the apprehensions 
felt as to the effect of the destruction of the sea wall on the 
north side of Hangchow bay have proved well founded, although 
naturally somewhat exaggerated. At present at each tide a 
space of about fifty square miles is covered by salt water, 
and is, of course, thus rendered utterly unfit for cultiva- 
tion. It is supposed that Hangchow is about fifteen 
feet higher than Shanghai, hence the brackishness no- 
ticed in the water of some of the creeks running into 
the Wong-poo. The Chinese estimate that a sum of 
three millions of taels will be necessary in order to restore the 
wall to its former state, and even then that an annual ex- 
penditure of three hundred thousand taels will be rendered 
necessary. The members of the surveying expedition sent 
down from Shanghai to report on the wall, state that to con- 
struct an adequate barrier, an outlay of five millions of taels 
would be requisite, but in this case fifty thousand taels would 
amply suffice for annual repairs, 

A correspondent at Haukow reports thata Chinaman was, 
on the 20th June, shot by Dr. Rice, a medical man lately 
established at that point. It would seem that a crowd had 
collected in front of Rice's residence to watch the performances 
usual at the Dragon feast, which was going on at the time. 
Some of the crowd were forced into the house, and Rice, to 
frighten them or to compol their departure, fired off three 
chambers of his revolver, which he states he believed was loaded. 
with powder only, A Chinaman was, however, shot through 
the heart, and Rice has been tried, convicted, andfsentenced to 
a fine of five hundred dollars, and deportation.

TRIAL OF THE “ TSATLER ” ROWDIES.—THE QUEEN. V, KAVANAGH 
AND MACLEAN, 

The prisoners were arraigned on two separate charges, 1st 
for having, in company with other persons, boarded the Tsatlee, 
assaulted the master, and carried off the vessel; 2nd, with 
having attempted to deliver her to the rebels, in violation of 
the neutrality ordinance of 17th January, 1855. 

The prisoners pleaded Not Guilty. 

Mr, Robinson, who appeared for the defence, objected that 
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the prosecutor ought to elect on what charge the prisoner should 
be tried. 

The Court over-ruled the objection, at the same time pro- 
mising to take it into consideration as the case proceeded. 

Mr, Eames having briefly stated the case for the prosecution, 
called 

Archibald Coomb Lowell, who stated : I was in’command of 
the Teatlee in March last. I recollect the night of the 7th of 
that month, I was asleep in my berth, when I was awakened 
by feeling my hands grasped, and, starting up, saw three men 
in my cabin. I only know the name of one of them. The 
man who held my hands said that if I kept quict there would 
be no harm done. I saw the mate run out of the after-door, 
and at the same time heard a noise on deck, and the engine 
working. I was detained in my room till morning. I was 
several times asked to join the captors, and offered an equal 
share if I would do so. They said if I would not they would 
let me go in the morning. After daybreak I repeatedly asked 
them to release me and the mate, but they each time refused, 

* telling me to hold on a littlelonger till we had passed the 

Imperial lines. Shortly after we came to some stockades, and 
some Europeans on the bank hailed the steamer. I 
attempted to go on deck, but was prevented. They ran 
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Soochow some ten days before. I was taken to General Ching’s 
at nine o'clock in the morning. Nobody tied me up nor 
threatened to cut my head off. Nobody else was taken to 
General Ching. A black man took me to General Ching. I 
had seen this black man before, when he took me at nine 
o’clock in the evening to General Ching’s stockades. I was 
keeping watch when taken by the black man, and was asked by 
General Ching whether I knew any particulars of the occur- 
rences on board while under hatches. I told the black man 
nothing. On hearing the noise at the hatch we stayed for one 
hour huddled together, being frightened. At twelve o’clock-at 
night we found it shut. I never knew the hatch shut in that 
way before. The hatch being fastened and hearing the steamer 
going ahead was the cause of our fear. I heard of no one being * 
tied up at Kahing, 

Alum, one of the stokers on board the Tsatlee, was next 
examined :—The steamer used to get up steam at six or seven 
o'clock and go to Woosung to tow up ships. On Monday 
(March 7) we went up at one and came back at about four 
o'clock, and anchored at Hongque wharf, In the evening I 
was told that the fires were not wanted, but that a little fire 
should be kept. The men finished work at five o'clock, had 
chow-chow, and went/to bed at eight o'clock. On hearing a 








by the stockades, but came to a barrier, which they 
could not get across; and I then told them that, if they 
would give me up command of the steamer, I would do the 
best I could for them when they got back to Shanghai. Whilst 
they were debating, Captain Curtis was hailing them from the 
bank. Having taken command, I answered the hail, and went 
back to the spot where he was standing, and made fast toa 
gunboat. Shortly afterwards/General Ching sent for me, and I 
‘went to him. In reply to his question as to what I was doing 
there, I told him I had come on an excursion. I was allowed 
to return to the steamer, but was again sent for about half-an- 
hour later, and questioned as to how I came up, and who were 
the men I had with me. I asked him to give me a guard to go 
on board; I told him that they had stolen the steamer aud 
had compelled me to accompany them. He sent the guard, 
- pad at my request took the captors out of the vessel. I then 
asked to be allowed to take the steamer away ; but he refused, 
though he gave me a letter to the Futai asking his will on the 
subjeet.: The Futai also refused, but allowed me to come down 
a arias where I gave my testimony before the United States 
+ Consul, 

George Murray, the chief mate of the Zsatlee, and Stanley 
Bennett, a captain in the Imperial service, were here examined, 
and corroborated the above statement in its main points, 

Ly-chee stated as follows through the medium of an inter- 
preter : I am a sailor on board the steamer Tsatlee. I remem- 
ber the day was Monday. I don’t recollect the date. On 
Monday morning was anchored off Customs. Came up to tow 
vessels, and anchored at the Hongque wharf. Three sailors, 
three stokers, and one cook were on board. The cook asked 

- leave to go on shore. The captain and mate told the men not 
to keep watch. The cook went on shore, leaving six men on 
board. We all went to sleep, and then heard a noise; we 

: started up and found the hatches locked. We all slept beneath 
the hatch, At 7 o’clock (in the morning) the hatch was opened, 
and we were called up to carry a bag of coals to the 
engine room. he vessel was steaming at the time. We 
came to Kahingfoo, near Soochow. The captain went to 

- speak to an Imperial officer there. The steamer was fastened 
to Ching’s stockades ; this was between 44 and 5 o'clock. I 
carried one bag of coals ; six of us went into the engine-room. 
Nobody was there but the head engineer. I see him in court. 
The captain or mate did not tell me to do anything at Kahing. 
After carrying the coals to the engine-room we went below 
again. We were not told todo so. There were eight persons 
onfdeck, The noise by which we were awakened was the noise 
0° the wheels and the engine. I did not hear anyone speak. I 
am certain we were all below. -I had been ten or twelve days 
in the boat, Some of the strangers gave orders, but I don’t 
know which. No orders were given to me. I heard none 
given to the others. I was ordered in Chinese by one of 
the foreigners to carry coals from the after-cabin to the engine- 
room. We were below at the time. The coal was 
stowed under the dining table The captain does not un- 
derstand Chinese. I did not see the person who 
spoke. I got up and saw that it was nota Chinaman. The 
engineer never gave orders in Chinese. None of us were ill- 

t-eated that night or the folowing day. The steamer went to 


noise caused by the engine and the wheels they awoke and tried 
to get up, but found the hatch shut. They could not get out 
till daylight, when they were called up in Chinese. They were 
never called up in Chinese before. There was no Chinaman on 
board except themselves, They were sent to the engine 
room to make upthefire. A foreigner sent them to the engine- 
room. .It was neither the captain nor mate. I went into the 
engine-room: There was the engineer and a foreigner whom I 
did not know in the engine-room at the time. I do not know 
either of the three prisoners now in the court. I now recognise 
the engineer. The engineer told me to put on 60-lbs. of steam, 
The steamer then went to Kahing-fu. I did not go on shore: 
there, I came back to Shanghai in the steamer, i 
M. Kino, 8 policeman, stated:—I arrested a man named 
Kavanagh on the 26th June. He offered resistance, by fling- 
ing himself on the ground and throwing mud. This 
happened not far from the American Consulate: I know he 
was intoxicated. He said he was an American. Hé, besides 
throwing mud, tried to strike me on the head with a handcuft. 
Mr. Eames closed the case for the prosecution by an able 
address. He first referred briefly to the disturbed state of 
affairs in Shanghai; and urged that their increased importance 
of late rendered it necessary to exercise double vigilance. He 
hoped that'there were no questions which at first seemed doubt- 
ful, that had not been cleared up satisfactorily. After briefly 
recapitulating the particulars of the case, he added that if the 
prisoners were not convicted of robbery, which he could not 
imagine possible, they must be still liable for larceny. 
Kavanagh was the most guilty of the prisoners ; his conduct 
had been very peculiar on different occasions. The teati- 
mony of the crew was also to a great extent against him, 
as had been satisfactorily shown. In fact, it seemed quite 
evident that there was a sympathy and understanding between 
the men that came cn board the steamer and the prisoner. . It 
was quite evident that the captain was not a mau of ordinary 
nerve, otherwise he would not have acted in such a quiet way 
as he did when held by his assailants. He did not doubt that 
the case for the prosecution had been proved beyond a question, 
Mr. Robinson then made a few remarks for the defence. 
He considered the case for the prosecution one totally unsup- 
ported, the evidence being quite contradictory, The prisoners 
were not guilty of robbery. They were at a great disadvantage, 
not being in a position to call witnesses for their own defence. 
He would ask two things, that the cardinal principles of English 
law might be attended to—that, until a man be proved guilty, he 
is virtually innocont ; and, secondly, he would ask for that . 
justice which it is the prerogative of every Englishman to 
claim, ..He must bear testimony to the fairness with which 
Mr. Eames had conducted the case: It was impossible to 
understand the captain’s conduct, There must have been 
watches in all the ships around, and assistance could easily 
have been procured. His anxiety afterwards to have the men 
arrested was merely moonshine. He had volunteered false- 
hoods on different occasions, and consequently his testimony 
could not be relied on. On the part of the prisoners he thanked 
the Court for the patience they had displayed, and had no 
doubt that their decision would be favourable, 
Jopaumnt,—The Court find that the steamer Teatleé was 
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feloniously and violently stolen, taken, and carried away from 
this port of Shanghai on the night of the 7th of March ; that 
this robbery was committed with the foreknowledge and active 
participation of Kavanagh, and also with the participation in 
aless degree of Dyas and Maclean. The Court accordingly 
sentence Kavanagh to twelve months’ imprisonment, and Dyas 
and Maclean to nine months’ imprisonment, in H.B.M.’s 
Consular gaol.

HONG KONG. 

Dates are down to the morning of Saturday, the 23rd July. 
‘The English mail of the 10th June arrived out on the 22nd 
July. We havea file of the Hvening Mail, but the items of 
news are scanty. We make the following extracts :— 

The British ship Euphrates reports having left Sydney for 
Hong Kong on the 7th of April, with 79 Chinese passengers. 
During the latter part of May they revolted, obtaining posses- 
sion of the boarding pikes, and attempting to murder the cap- 
tain. A few days after they made another attempt to murder 
the carpenter and boatswain. Captain Cowen then had them 
battened down in the ‘tween decks, and put into Koepang, a 
Dutch settlement on Timor Island, where they were handed 
over to the civil authorities for conveyance by steamer to 
Singapore to be tried. The attacks were evidently premedi- 
tated, as a number of loaded revolvers were found stowed away 
among the coals. 

The British steamer Dumbarton reports that she left Glasgow 
on April 23rd, On the 29th, in lat. 37.34 N.,. Jong. 16,23 W., 
the cross-head guide block set fast, which forced her to put into 
Madeira, to repair. She had to make for that port with only 
one engine, but arrived on Ist of May ; and having completed 
repairs, she sailed again on the 4th. Her various stages were 
made as follows :—Arrived at St. Vincent May 9th, sailed on 
May 12th ; arrived in Table Bay (Capetown) May 31st, sailed 
June 2nd for Simon’s Bay, where she arrived the same day ; 
left for Singapore Juno 8th, arrived there on July 6th; sailed 
for Hong Kong July 9th, at 4 r.a., and arrived in the harbour 
at 8 a.m, this morning, having made the passage in 82 days, 
iocluding stoppages. She steams fast, and only: consumes 
from 15 to 18 tons of coal a day. During the passage sho has 
had moderate weather, with the exception of the last three 
days, when it blew very hard, with a heavy sea. She saw the 
Trofalgar, of Sunderlond, bound to Hong Kong, outside. 

We hear that the contract for the building of the Pust-office 
has been given to a gentleman hailing from the United States. 
As contracts are gencrally given to Chinamen, and always 
actually executed by them, we may safely enough take the 
liberty of being astonished at this change in the practice that 





has ‘hitherto prevailed. The contractor in auch a a case as the 
present must always be a middle-man, and he can only get a 
profit by sub-letting the contract, or by some process of nigger- 
driving with which he is acquainted. In a few wevks the old 
Post-office will be among the things that were, and a new and 
larger edifice will rise upon its site. The new building has 
been planned by the Surveyor-General, and comprises every 
convenience for accommodating the public and facilitating the 
duties of the Post-office employés. 


SIAM. 
. BANGKOK. 

A Bangkok ‘isetapeaank writes to the Java Times on the 
20th June :— 

The Chow Phya left this last on the 30th ult. for Singapore, 
taking amongst her passengers H.B.M. Consul Sir Robert 
Schomburg, whose probable departure was previously referred 
to, and who left amijst many tokens of the respect borne him 
by the European as well as native community here. On the 
passage of the Chow Phya down the river, flag after flag of con- 
sulates and vessels were lowered in parting salute. Many of 
the principal residents of Bangkok accompanied the steamer 
part of the way to the bar, and a sumptuous collation was pro- 
vided by the Chinese owner of the steamer in honour of the 
occasion. A few days before Sir Robert's departure he had 
the satisfaction of ratifying the new Russian treaty. 

His Majesty the First King of Siam forwarded by this oppor- 
tanity, in charge of H.B.M. Consul, an autograph letter to Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria, the same being conveyed on board the 
Chow Phya by H.8.M.’s steam yacht Ocean Goddess, under the 
customary salute of twenty-one guns and the usual Siamese 
honours. 

Some days ago the calm repose of the Siamese dignitaries 
was disturbed by the announcement that another and a beau- 
tiful specimen of the White Elephant (a superstitious sign of 
prosperity to the country) had been secured up country, and 
kings, lords, and commons were compelled to pack up on a hur- 
ried visit (we are not informed whether the “ gone-on-business- 
will-be-back-in-a-few-days” card was visible on any of the 
Government offices) to the noble animal, pronounced by one 
and all to be an exceedingly fine one. Preparations on a graud 
scale are making for the state entry of same into the capital. 
His Majesty the First King is expected back to-day. 

The Siamese steamer IMlustrious Conqueror went down the 
river on the 14th for a cruise outside in the gulf, in search of 
a lorcha commanded by a Maltese gent, reported by some 
Chinese junks as having committed sundry piracics, and as this 
is very probably true, we hope soon to hear that a stop has 
been put to such misdeeds. . 

On the 1st proximo we learn that an English newspaper is 
to be printed'and prodaced here. This will be a great boon, 
provided management of same is conducted ina proper manner, 
due allowance being made for any little scandal (though in such 
a small community it will be difficult to have any) and private 
feeling. Could some articles be provided in the Siamese 
language and character, doubtless many of the nobles and 
people would patronise it, anxious as they always are to be in- 
formed on European matters. A copy of firat issue will be 
duly forwarded to you, though as we have no “ Tweede kamer,” 
no such slashing articles as your contemporaries in Java can fur- 
nist: you with, anent such subjects as “schutterijen” and 
“ Batig saldo,” must be looked for. 

Trade remains brisk, as many vessels are arriving from day 
to day to load for China, Rice has again advanced a little. 
Tonnage plentiful. Last rates 50 cts, all round to Hong Kong 
for rice. Exchange on Hong Kong, 5 per cent. discount 30 d/st. ; 
on Singapore, 1 per cent. discount 10 d/st. ; on England, 2/11

JAVA AND NETHERLANDS INDIA. 

Our dates are to the 26th July. The European mails of 
10th June reached Batavia on the 18th July, and those of 
the 17th arrived on the afternoon of the 23rd July. 

The British brig Alicia Annie, belonging to Liverpool, Wm. 
Kirby, master, from Manila for London, with a cargo of sugar, 
hemp, and sapanwood, has put into Batavia to repair damages, 
having been in collision, at 1 a.m. on the 22nd of June, with 
a vessel uuknown, in lat. 2 deg. 64 min. N., long. 108 deg. 
26min. E. ‘The captain reports that, after the vessels got 
clear of cach other, the stranger bore away without offering 
tho least, selon) though tho blame was cutirely on his 
side. 
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The Javasche Courant reports the loss of the Oldenburg ship 
Australia on one of the Kangean Islands. The ship was plun- 
dered by pirates, notwithstanding the strenuous efforts of 
the crew to save both her and cargo. The steam tug Zersteling 
has been sent to her assistance. 

The British ship Wolverene, from Adelaide, has brought a 
cargo of Australian horses and sheep. 

A correspondent, signing himself “T. M.,” writes as follows 
to the Locomotief, on “the cultivation of silk in Java :"— 

The introduction of a new branch of industry is not without 
its difficulties, more especially when, as is gencrally the case, 
public opinion characterises such as needless waste of money, 
time, and trouble. Never have worse results been foretold 
than in the case of the attempts now made to introduce the 
culture of silkworms, Remembering the scant success which 
had attended former attempts, people were led to regard the 
hope of a future production of silk on the island as a fallacy, 
The difference between the former and present attempts was 
lost sight of, Was the Siam silkworm known in former 
years? Was the cultivation of the Bombyx Cynthia and Bom- 
byx Arrindia thought of? Was any effort made to utilise the 
many varieties of the Java silkworm? These questions may, 
I believe, be all answered in tho negative ; for, if I mistake 
not, all trials were made_with the Chinese and European Bom- 
byx mori only. 

The last autempts on the contrary were made with the tame 
silkworm of Siam, and with several varieties of what is known 
as “wild silkworms” The cultivation of the tame and wild 
species differs greatly ; most of the trials were made with the 
first. 

It is generally known that the Siam silkworm was brought 
over to Buitenzorg by Mr. J. E. Teysman, Honorary Inspector 
of Cultures, in 1862. The first results were made public ; not 
80 those latterly obtained. In the commencement of 1863, 
Mr. Teysman showed me the small establishment for the cul- 
ture of silkworms which he had just erected. It consisted of 
two small buildings, constructed of bamboos,’the sides worked 
in the Kepang pattern, with roofs of atap. ‘he surroundin; 
grounds (some two.and-a-half to three bahoes) were planted 
with mulberry trees (AJorus indica), and in the immediate 
vicinity was tho dwelling of the Cochin-Chinaman André 
Locas, who, with his household, had the care of the worms. 
Everything was simple, and arranged in the Chinese fashion. 
One of the erections served for the development of the worms, 
the other for the winding and for the preparation of the co- 
coons, Tho wholo establishment, inclusive of the plantation, 
I computed to have cost /, 400 ; and at the end of one year 
Mr. Teysman had the satisfaction of being able to bring to 
market 80 lb, (Amsterdam weight) wound, and 891b. of floss 
silk, which were sold on the 24th December last at Batavia 
for the sum of f.400. This year’s yield will be still greater, 
for now, after a lapse of six months, 50 Ibs. (Amst.) of Saat 
and much more floss silk, have been offered for sale, 

But not only at Buitenzorg were favourable results obtained; at 
Samarang too, and at Malang, the trials were attended with suc- 
cess, ‘The degeneration of the worms which was so much feared 
is nowhere visible ; the cocoons have, on the contrary, increased 
in size since the worms have been carefully tended. The 
quality, too, of the silk is better. The first musters sent to 
Europe wero taxed at 10 to f.12 per kilo; the Buitenzorg 
silk fetched, at the auction alluded to, the avcrago of f. 143, 
whilst a muster lately sent to Europe was valued in France at 
J. 22 per half-kilo. I believe that the facts here spoken of are 
so many.reasons for asserting that a lucrative culture of the 
silkworm is not wholly imaginative. Mr. L. Weber says, on 
the subject, in the introduction to his Handleiding voor eenige 
kultures op Java (Handbook of Cultures in Java), “that the 
culture of the silkworm will in time be a means of existence 
for the European as well as for the Malay, as will certaiuly be 
experienced by those who apply themselves to it ; from the re- 
sults which I myself have obtained, I do not hesitate to recom- 
mend its extension, and am convinced that the aid of our rulers 
may be reckoned upon.” 

Government, which lost such heavy sums with former at- 
tempts, is, we are informed upon good authority, endeavouring 
to introduce the culture of the Siamese silkworm on a large 
scale, the inducement to do so being the fortunate results 
which have attended the late trials. Alrcady the plauting of 
mulberry trees in the residency Krawang has been commenced. 
Private industry, too, should devote more of its attention to 
tho subject.

costly establishments ; it is sufficient if many small and inex- 
pensive ones be founded ; favourable results will then lead to 
extension. The trials with the so-called “wild silkworms” 
are not yet so far advanced, Although several trials on a 
small scale have been successful, the varieties of the worm are 
so numerous as to make it difficult to decide as to the best. 
Of the known varieties of the wild silkworm, not less than ten 
sorts might be used for spinning purposes in Java. In other 
tropical countries, as Surinam (Dutch Guyana), the Argentine 
Republic (la Plata’), and in Brazil, the Bombyx Cynthia and 
Arrindia have already been introduced ; but Java herself has 
many silk-spinners, which are found in a wild state, and per- 
haps one or other of these deserves the preference above the. 
two just named. 





MALACCA STRAITS, 

SINGAPORE. - 

The dates are down to the 80th of July. The ex-Sultan of 
Lingga, who has caused us some trouble, is dead. The weather 
has been very hot, dry, and dusty. There are no items of news 
to be gathered from the Singapore Free Press of the 28th, which 
is the only paper we have. 











The following items reach us from Bombay :: 

“ A sanguinary affray between a number of Chinese coolies, 
imported into Bombay by W. Nicol and Co., and a number of 
townspeople, took place in Bombay on the 5th of August, when 
two men were killed and a number of persous were seriously 
injured. 

“ A corps of Muzbee Sikhs is to be raised and officered for 
service at Singapore in guarding the convicts there. 

“The Ta-pang-Nyo, a screw steamer of 627 tons burthen, 
commanded by Captain Grindle, has made the passago from 
England to Bombay in 51 days and 4 hours, being the quickest 
passage on record. ‘The vessel proceeds to China, where she 
is owned.”

THROUGH SIBERIA TO CHINA. 

In our last issue we noticed a communication in The Times, 
describing a journey from London to Peking. The writer stated 
that he believed he was the first traveller over the route from 
London. The following letter: has appeared on the subject in 
The Times :— , 

. Sir,—In The Times of Friday, the 26th inst., I observe a communi- 
cation “ From a Correspondent,” a traveller to China through Siberia. 
Although generally pretty correct in the inform given, yet there are 
tome mistakes which I desire to out, 

“Having been engaged in gold-digging operations for upwards of ten 
years in.Eastem Siberia, Iam perfectly acquainted with all parts of the 
‘country, and have travelled from west to eas! and from south to north for 
thousands of miles (in fact, few, if any, have travelled there #0 much) in 
the Wilderness (there called Tatga, a Toungouss word, meaning unin- 
habited part) on horseback, in rude palanquins slung between two horses, 
with reiadeer in exploring expeditions, down the Lena in post boats, with 
bells tinkling attached to the oars (a distinctive appurtenance to all post 
boafs on Siberian rivers), and on the Angara from ils outlet in the Baikal 
to its confluence with the Enisey, a distance of 1,800 versts (or 1,200 miles 
English), down its 78 falls and rapids (never done before by any foreigner 

‘uropean, except by a very few Russian Government officials, for 
topographical purposes), this latter journey undertaken on an exploring 
expedition, not alone for gold seeking, but more for a scientific purpose, 
combined with commercial enterprise. On all these journeys, except the 
latter, Iwas accompanied by my wife, an English lady, who, al gh 
during’all her married life in very weak health, went through all the 
fatigue most heroically. In 1862, at the end of July, we left Krasnojarsk, 
and proceeded through, Irkutsk to Kiakhta, over Mongolia to Peking, 
where we arrived at the end of October same year, We were hospitably 
received by Sir Frederick Bruce, at whose.residence we sto] some 
days, and then proceeded with an escort over Tanchow, further to 
Shanghai, next spring’ retuming to Peking, where we remained till 
August ; thence again to Shanghai; and in October, 1869, left for Eng- 
land round the Cape. The journey through Mongolia and China was 
undertaken to mark out the route of a proposed telegraph line, projected 
by Mr. J. Reuter, of London (solely at his expense), and to procure the 
permission of the Chinese Gorernment for establishing this line from the 
southern ports of China over Peking, through Mongolia, and in Siberia 
to join the Russian telegraph, a permission unfortunately refused by the 
Chinese Government, although the proposal was backed by the represen- 
tatives of the principal foreign Powers at Peking. After this, you will 
perceive I have some right to knowledge of the route. 

“Your correspondent mentions that from Paras post cart is given from 
every station tothe next gratis; for every station long or short, whether 
a haif-covered cart (kibitka) or uncovered, you have to pay 12 
(about 8d.), and cheap enough. A tarantass (a very comfortable travel~ 
Ting equipage) you either purchase for about £12 to £15 English money, 
or engage one for the whole route of a contractor, and have only to pay 
besides for the greasing of the wheels, a mere trifle. 

General Korsakoff (not Karzakoff) introduced me at Irkutsk in his own 
house to the Commissary of the frontier, M. Pfaffius. The latter gentle- 
man, a Pole, with the greatest kindness wrote to Kiakbta to have two of 
the Chinese carts he had bought of M. and Madame Bourboulon and 
Madame Baluzeque, as they then became perfectly useless to that party, 
accommodated for our use, and this was done in a most comfortable and 
convenient manner, combined even with elegance, for which 1 paid about 
£18 sterli ng; and resold them at Kalgana for about £7. He, however, re- 
turned to Kiakhta before our departure thence, and was kind enough per- 
tonally to superintend our starting for Mongolia and China. At that time 
there was a Governor there, M. Despot-Zinovitch, originally, I was in- 
formed, a Polish exile, a most poleshes and ct gentleman, spe: 
many foreign lenguages, who, by directions from General Korsakoff, 
nished us with a Bouriat Cossack as interpreter through Mongolia as far 
as Peking. Now, how your correspondent could imagine he was the first 
Englishman who went that route, one year or more later, or how Mr. 
Pfaffius could have told him 80, as he writes, I cannot imagine. 

At Yurga we stopped at the Russian Consulate three days, a courier 
having been sent forward by Colonel Babarikiv, the Russian Consule 









































Chinese, most likely could not communicate sufficiently with your cor. 
respondent to make him aware of not being the fint. I must undoubtedly 
claim for myself, and most particularly for my wife, the merit of the en- 
terprise of being the first English persons who c the desert of Gobi, 
f&e., from Siberia to Peking, none but Russians attached to the mi at 
Peking having crowed before. Mr. Graat, the first Englishman, from 
Peking to Siberia; and Mesdames Bourboulon and Baluzeque, the first 
ladies—these all arriving tbe beginning of July (0.8), at Krasno- 
jersk, where we met them. Weilefi the end of thesame month. Another 
mistake.-—The pass over the Kingan Mountains dividing Mongolia from 
China proper is not 5,400 ft, above the level of the sea, but above the 
level of the plain below, the table land of Mongolia and desert of Gobi 
being from T2,000 to 14,000 feet above the level of the sea. A much 
more dangerous and precipitous is within 20 or 25 miles of Pekis 
(about 150 miles further), descending altogether from the mountains. 
travelled with a from Lord Napier, our Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg, and only had for conveniency,'and through the polite- 
ness of the Governor, Monsieur Zinovitch, translated into Mongol and 
Chinese, and at his desire the Chinese authorities at Mae-Matchi sent for- 
ward couriers to insure our reception and kind treatment at all Chinese 
stations and towns, as he considered that our being the first foreigners 
oing that route we might meet with difficulties from the Chinese man- 
fas, and even not be allowed to proceed. Further, all the English 
gentlemen who returned from China over that route in 1863 did 10 by my 
advice and from my directions. Some of them are now here, and caa 
testify to the same. 

Should you deem this communication worthy of a place in your valuable 
paper I should feel much obliged.

The following letter froma Mr. Howell has also been pub- 
lished :— 

Sir,—In Mr. Bishop's letter of the 29h of August, publishedin The 
Times this morning, he alludes to “the English gentlemen who returned 
from China over the Mongolian route in 1868,” and states that in doing 
to “they were guided by his advice and directions.” He further claims 
the honour, which undoubtedly belongs to him, of being the first lish- 
man who made the overland journey from St. Petersburg to Peking. 
Being one of the party alluded to, I have great pleasure in corroborating 
Mr. Bishop’s statements, and in acknowledging the full and accurate in. 
formation he gave me while organising the expedition upon all points 
connected with our journey. His perfect knowledge of the. Russian 
lan, and intimate acquaintance with the whole of Eastern Siberia 
made him a fitting pioneer of this route to China, and his experiences 
being quite fresh when I consulted him, ia January, 1963, I found his 
information perfectly correct in every particular. 

I strongly recommend all travellers from Peking to Kiachta to make 
their arrangements for crossing the desert at Tungchow, a short distance from. 
the capital andthe great station from which the tea-caravans are despatched for 
Siberia. They can appoint a day of meeting at Kalgan, the frontier town, 
and thither from Peking in mule litters, stopping a day at Che 
ping-Chow to visit the Ming ‘Tombs, which are objects of the hi 
Interest, and reconnoitring the wonderful remains in the Nan-kow 
terminating at the village of Cha-tov. ‘They should so arrange as to ha 
two or three days at Kalgan, to explore the monasteries in the neighbour. 
hood, and especially the Great Wall of China, which runs through the 
town and over the mountains on both sides of it, We were detained there 
three seeks by the difficulty of getting camels, which, after all, we were 
forcedto purchase at exorbitant prices, instead of hiring them, which we 
could have done at Tung-chow. The customary rate of hire is from 12 
to 15 taels per camel; whereas we were forced to pay 45 taels a head for 
the camels, two of which were lost on the journey, the other eight realised 
three taels a head at Kiachta. On one occasion our whole train of camels 
bolted during a night in the middle of the desert, and we had the 
Greatest difficulty in tracking them ; our tents, provisions, and bedding 
were strewn in all directions on the plain, and it cost us eight days, in 
addition to much hard work and anxiety, to recover our beasts and their 
sadly diminished burdens. 

ir. Bishop seems to me to err in correcting your correspondent on the 
subject of the height of the Kingan. By the kindness of Brigadier- 
General Stavely I was furnished with the valuable sketch of the route 
from Peking to. Kiachta, published by the Topographical Department of 
the War-office (without a copy oF which I recommend no one to start.on 
this journey), and in this sketch the height of the pass is given at 5,400 ft., 
agreeably to your correspondent's statement. Mr. Bishop gives the height 
at 12,000 ft to 14,000 ft. above the sea-level, which, for several well- 
known and sufficient reasons connected with the physical conformation of 
this part of Asia, I apprehend is a mistake.

The Ist company of Royal Engineers has received orders to undergo 
course of field-work instruction and sapping and mining at head-quarters, 
Chatham, proviously to embarking for colonial service. The Ist com- 
\y, now stationed at Devonport, will be relieved by the 8th company of 
‘oyal Engineers, now on passage home from China, and shortly expected 
to arrive at the Royal Engineer establishment, Chatham. 
On Saturday, the 27th August, the Royal Sovereign turret ship, Captain 
Sherard Osborn, C.B., started from Portsmouth for Portland on ber first 
cruize since her conversion to a turret ship. The dockyard mechanics 
were at work on board the ship ia Portsmouth harbour at 1 r.ac, but at 
6 p.m. the ship was rid of them and steaming out of the harbour, That 
night she anchored in the Solent. On Sunday morning the anchor was 
weighed, and {with three boilers out of ber six, working at tho lowest 
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of expansion, the ship steamed through the Needles against a fresh 
ze, taking 5.4 knots. ‘The same day she anchored in Portland 
Roads, and remained at anchor till Tuesday morning, the interval being 
‘occupied in clearing up ship and setting matters straight. On Tuesday 
morning steam was got up in two boilers, the anchor weighed, and the 
Royal Sovereign steaméd about the bay between Portland Roads and Wey- 
mouth, her crew being exercised io bringing the ship to anchor and weigh- 
ing again under different circumstances. During Tuesda 
very heavy from about 8.W., and continued to do to the tolling day.

Coles quite sufficiently conclusive of the turrets’ steadiness and ‘working 
under as almost unfavourable conditions as could be met with, except in a 
gale of wind. The guns were secured, and the Sovereign returned to 
her anchorage in Portland Roads, where, as she lies at anchor, she bas the 
look ‘of & monster gunboat, and as a gunboat simply has she been 
bandled by Capt. Osborn since leaving Portsmouth harbour.

labour, is secured from the natives, through the great rewards which it 
secures in the high prices which cotton now commands, So has 
been the success of the experiment that increased preparations are 
making for another year, and it is confidently expected that cotton will 
henceforth be one of the great staples of the Pacific Island. The new 
line of steamers about to commence running between New Zealand and 
Panama affords an outlet for the cotton grown there, and it can easily be 
ship) from mma to Europe or New York. Many of the South Sea 
Islands, as favourably situated as Tahiti, will also enj in the cultiva- 
tion, which will tend to lessen exis ‘hose islands which 
are now occupied by cannibals, it is confidently ex, will be re- 
claimed by enterprising emigrants, induced by the uatural facilities for 
cotton oming and the high prices paid for the staple; and thus the 
middle Pacific will become civilised and productive. Nearly all of the 
Pacific Islands are possessed of great agricultural as well as commercial 
advantages, which {ime and application will develop and reward. A late 
Panama steamer brought two thousand and six bales of Pacific cotton, of 
which eleven hundred were shipped to New York. 

Woot-riax a Suneriture ron Corron.—The importance of wool- 
flax (says a New York journal) promises to rapidly grow in the public 
appreciation, when its merits become a little better understood. We learn 
that there is a manufaetory in Dayton, here flax is converted into 
this material, more commonly called “er-o-lin,” which takes the place of 
cetton in the extensive: and important manufacture of “mixed goods,” 
Tt bas been in practical use for’a year or more, and the concern finds 
ready market for all it can produce. It can take the place of cotton in 
all mixed fabrics in which cotton and wool form the component parts. It 
has the retaarkable property of being worked in any ions, with, and 
exactly like wool—an advantage that no other vegetable fibre posseses in - 
avery great degree. The machinery now set up in Dayton works up 
several tons of raw material per day into flax-wool. In use, spinners 
treat it precisely asthey do sheep’s wool, and twenty-five to thirt 
cent, can be added- without interfering with the falling or felting of the 
cloth, while its presence in the fabric can only be detected by experts. It
